The plan is as old as Wally War- 
field Simpson’s acquaintance with 
Edward, and in fact the latter’s 
abdication frustrated—for the time 
—one of the most fondly nurtured 
plots in the web of Nazi intrigue. 
‘I am able to make these state- 
ments on the authority of excel- 
lent sources in which I have full 
confidence. 

For a long time prior to her 
romance with Edward, Wally 
Simpson had been on friendly terms 
with Col. Joachim von Ribbentrop, 


ter but then Berlin’s Ambassador 
to England. Von Ribbentrop was 
highly pleased when Edward, the 
perennial bachelor, succumbed to 
her charms. 

He felt that he could hold Mrs. 
Simpson’s friendship; he knew the 
extent to which she would influ- 
ence her enamored Edward, and 


he was confident that, through 
Wally, he and his Nazi associates 
could virtually dominate England. 


Baldwin Saw ‘vrhrough Scheme. 


But Prime Minister Baldwin 
(now Lord Baldwin) saw through 
Von Ribbentrop’s scheme. 

While society revolted against 
the marriage of its King to a com- 
moner and while the church ob- 
jected on religious grounds, Bald- 
win, like Von Ribbentrop, had an 
eye only for the situation’s polit- 
ical aspects. 

He couldn’t thwart the marriage; 
but, knowing that if Edward re- 
mained King after it took place 
he would lead England directly into 


pro-Naziism, Baldwin almost sin- 
gle-handedly forced him to _ re- 
nounce the throne. 


Windsor, in his homeless wander- 
ings over the continent, has given 
them little cause to forget—his pro- 
Nazi sympathies. Even during the 
totalitarian war, the Duke has re- 
peatedly voiced his view that Eng- 
land and Germany must live in 
friendship rather than enmity. 

When Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
was in France, he, too, said he 


thought the two nations should 
seek more friendly terms. Wind- 
sor, on hearing of this remark, 


asked to be introduced to Lind- 
bergh and personally expressed his 
approval of Lindbergh’s  senti- 
ments. 

The pro-Nazi sympathies of the 
Duke and Duchess also have been 
promoted by such continental] per- 
sonages as Charles E. Bedaux—the 
American efficiency expert whose 
castle in Southern France provided 
the setting for their marriage but 
now houses the so-called Govern- 
ment of France—and by the sub 
stantial number of pre-war Nazi 
sympathizers in high British so- 
ciety. 

Hitler’s Plans Drawn Up. 


So confident is Hitler of the 
success of his imminent conquest 
of Britain that he and his ad- 
visers have already drawn up def- 
inite plans for a settlement—and 
one of that settlement’s most im- 
portant provisions is for the abdi- 
cation of George VI in favor of 
Edward VIII. 

In this move, the Nazis natural- 
ly will count on the support of 
all those who had-evinced pro- 
Nazi sentiments before the crisis 
—who thought to save their per- 
sonal fortunes through Naziism, 
not foreseeing that Naziism would 
constitute as much of a révolu- 
tion against their kind as Bolshe- 
vism itself. 

A puppet peerage might survive; 
but their fortunes won't. 

Another German suggestion in 
connection with the proposed set- 
tlementthough it will be only a 
suggestion and not a demand—is 
that Sir Oswald Mosley, the Lon- 
don Fascist,. be installed as Pre- 
mier. 

Of him, the Germans will merely 
say that they could work better 
with such a man—a man who un- 
derstands their party line. 

Of Edward, the Germans will say 
that here is a man through whom 
we at last can co-operate with Eng- 
land—a man through whom the 
Nordic alliance which we've al- 
ways wanted with England can at 
last be established.

ON FUTURE TRADE 


It Hints Hostile Attitude 
Will Result in ‘Self-Se- 


curity’ Program for ‘New 


Europe.’ 


BERLIN, June 29 (AP).—The 
publication “Berlin-Rome-Tokyo,” 
issued under foreign office auspices, 
warned North and South Ameri- 
can republics today that their at- 
ititude may determine the future 


economic relations of the “new 
Europe” with the Americas. The 
article was sanctioned by Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop. 

Europe, comprising the “great- 
est purchasing market for every 
producer of raw stuffs and food- 
stuffs,” is fighting “in order that 
it never again may be cut off from 
the remaining economic areas of 
the earth by British despotism,” 
the publication said. 

“It could see itself forced to se- 
cure and organize its vital needs 
where they cannot be touched from 
the outside. Whether and in what 
measure this self-security must be 
applied will depend greatly oon 
whether we must, in the long run, 
deal with a friendly or hostile 
America.”

the most enticing inducement. 

The viciousness of this precedent seemed not to en- 
ter their minds. And so they met quietly, received the 
bids from Carthage, Sedalia, Hannibal, Moberly—even 
Jefferson City, the State capital, felt forced to vote 
a $200,000 bond issue to build a new home for the 
‘commission’s headquarters. Wires were pulled and 
| pressures applied and when the final vote was 
taken, it was Murphy and Drisler for Sedalia and 
‘Crow for Carthage, notwithstanding the report that 
Carthage, with its $l-a-year building rental, was the 
first choice at one stage of the bidding.

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ST. LOUIS BOUNDARIES. 

With St. Louis dropping in the 1940 census from 
seventh to eighth city in the country, Mayor Dick- 
mann announces that he favors extending the munici- 
pal boundaries to include the suburban section east 
of Lindbergh boulevard. 

This is in Jine with the view of Harland Bartholo- 
mew, engineer of the City Plan Commission, who 
stated in a speech in Chicago the other day that the 
multiplicity of jurisdictions is the major difficulty of 
American cities today. 

Either political boundaries must be extended to 
cover the entire urban area, he said, or some form 
of metropolitan government must be adopted which 
will unify certain types of services without depriving 
the suburban towns of their separate identity. 
Some cities—Boston is an aggravated example— 
suffer worse from this evil than St. Louis. Los 
Angeles is the only large city we can think of which 
is entirely free of this disadvantage, and Los Angeles 
held the whip hand by virtue of accident of climate. 
The rainfall around Los Angeles was so slight as 
to rule out the usual sources of a city water supply. 
The city had to spend $25,000,000 on a 250-mile con- 
duit to bring water from the east side of the Sierra 
Nevada mountain range, and the towns clustering 
about Los Angeles had to agree to incorporation into 
the city before they were allowed to tap this supply. 
St. Louis holds no such club. Back in 1930, when 
the proposal did not have to compete with as many 
other issues as it would have to do now, an amend- 
ment merely to permit outlying municipalities to join 
the city was decisively beaten in the county. 

This suggests that when and if the proposition is 
submitted again, it should be in as attractive form 
‘as possible and the vote should come at a time when 
it can be assured of careful attention. 
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THE RIGHT WAY AND THE WRONG. 

Earl Browder and Harry Bridges, two well-known 
radicals, are back in the news. The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals has affirmed the conviction 
of Browder, general secretary of the Communist 
party in the United States, for willfully using a pass- 
port obtained by false statements. After passage in 
the House, there is pending in the Senate Immigra- 
tion Committee a bill to deport Bridges, Pacific 
coast CIO organizer. 

For his sentence to four years’ imprisonment and 
fine of $2500, Browder has only himself to blame. He 
committed a serious violation of Federal law, was 
found guilty of perjury in a fair trial and was allowed 
the right of appeal. Had he been in. Russia and 
preached an alien political philosophy, chances are 
the OGPU would have taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to stand him up against a wall for liquidation. 
The bill to deport Bridges is pretty much every- 
thing which the conviction of Browder was not. It 
proposes that congressional fiat shall do what the 
judicial processes of the Department of Labor have 
said cannot be done fairly. It would deny faith and 
credit in the carefully conducted investigation and 
determination of the Bridges deportation case last 
summer. For the fair hearing conducted by Dean 
James M. Landis of the Harvard University Law 
School, former SEC chairman, this bill would sub- 
stitute precipitate action, taken during a period of 
wartime excitement. 

The issue is not Harry Bridges, the Australian- 
born labor leader, whom many Pacific coast employ- 
ers literally hate. It is much larger than any one 
As Attorney-General Jackson phrased it when

Harry Bridges may be all that this bill says 
of him. But certainly he does not deserve a 
place in, our history as a martyr. He is in- 
significant compared to the issues presented by 
this bill. 

As an American I would not, for the sake of 
my own liberty, deny the protection of uniform 
and indiscriminatory laws, and of fair hearings, 
to even the humblest or meanest man.

HERE are but two logical courses for 


| T Americans to follow in view of the strik- 


ing German military successes. 
One of these is to declare war on Ger- 


This 
alternative assumes the truth of the dictum 
that our democracy depends on that of the 


Old World. 
The other course is for the United States 


‘to prepare itself militarily and economically 


so that in the event of a German victory, 
we could confront the exhausted Nazis with 
a force sufficient to dissuade them from any 
designs on the New World, forcing them to 
deal with us on equal t@ms. 

The first course is that dictated by un- 

balanced emotion and fear; the second is 
that urged by fact and reason. 
' Unfortunately, the suddenness of the Ger- 
man successes and the efforts of many prom- 
inent but fear-crazed citizens have embarked 
us on the impossible task of following both 
these courses at the same time. 

Franklin Roosevelt, hurling threats and 
imprecations at Hitler and Mussolini, has 
declared we must defend “the American 
hemisphere and at the same time see to it 
that the Allies win the war. In so far as 
these two policies jibe, this is all well and 
good. 

Practically all military men tell us that 
what America really has to fear from a 
totalitarianized Europe is not armed inva- 
sion but economic war. What we should do 


is develop our economic and industrial tech- 


niques to the point where they can outclass 
Germany’s war and barter economy. This 
requires hard work, and above all skilled 
labor. 

If there is anything American business 
men tell us now, it is that we lack skilled 
labor. This disastrous shortage can only be 
overcome through the employment, training 
and organizing of college men and young 
American laborers between the ages of 18 
and 30. It will not be accomplished by draw- 
ing the vital reservoir of the nation’s youth 
into a conscripted military service. 

The United States cannot prepare for the 
economic necessities of the future peace by 
preparing for an offensive war in the near 
future. And the only role this conscript 
force could play would be that of an expedi- 
tionary force to Europe. 

It is time a premium were placed on rea- 
son in these United States, and that the 
hysteria induced by Time, Inc., were dis- 
counted just a little bit. We must choose 
between preserving democracy and our free 
economic institutions here and trying to 
salvage the remnants of those abroad. 

Our hearts go out in pity to the Allies, 
who are paying the price for not preparing 
to save themselves soon enough. But our 
minds must tell us that America’s hope of 
saving herself lies in work, economic pre- 
paredness and growth. It cannot lie in Eu- 
ropean militarism, the hysterical speeches 
of an unreliable President seeking a third 
term, or, above all, in plunging into an of- 
fensive war.

Meanwhile, with our fleet largely missing 
from Hawaii and the Pacific, what would 
Japan be doing? We should imagine Japan 
would also be snapping up some unconsid- 
ered trifles such as Indo-China, small islands 
like Tahiti-and the Dutch East Indies. And 
pray, what could we do about that? 

As for Hawaii, it is hoped and believed 
that Hawaii can take care of itself for a few 
months, anyway, without the big United 
States naval forces which have been concen- 
trated there for some time past.

RITAIN and France failed to stop the 

Nazi drive, it is asserted, because the 
European democracies “pampered” their 
workers by limiting hours of labor and es- 
tablishing other social reforms. 

Of course, there is absolutely nothing in 


the record to support that silly assertion. 
British and French workers produced muni- 
tions of the kind and in the quantities di- 
rected by the military authorities. 


It wasn’t the workers’ fault that the “brass 
hats” sat down back of the Maginot line and 
sneered at those who told them Hitler was 
building fleets of airships and thousands of 
tanks of every variety. 


Had the authorities of Britain and France 
been alive to the dangers of the situation, 
the workers of Britain and France, aided by

And they would have done it without dis 
turbing the 40-hour week.

The chief danger of the situation is that 
instead of concentrating on the task of pro- 
viding airplanes, tanks and ot! needed 
equipment, officials will waste precious time 
on harebrained training schemes and at 
tempts to regiment American workers. 
Put the skilled mechanics of America to 
work, They will train the boys who will take 
their places when they can no longer handle 
their tools. That will be genuine training, 


the kind that turns out workers of skill and 
stamina, and not the make-believe variety 
that some men in high places are suggesuns. 

Organized labor stands ready to provide 
all the skilled workers required to put over 
the preparedness program. Why not givé 
organized labor a chance to redeem that 
Pledge? In every emergency that has con 
fronted this country from the beginning 
until this day, the workers have demonstrat- 
ed they were willing to work and fight and, 
if necessary, die for democracy. . Why talk 
about conscripting them now:

“One of our submarines has sunk 
with torpedoes and gunfire an 
armed steamer of 10,000 tons which 
was sailing under escort. 

“In North Africa a most effec- 
tive bombardment was made on a 
camp south of Marsa Matruh, ma- 
chine-gunning of troops, hitting 
buildings and destroying about 20 
planes on the ground. All our planes 


returned.”

“With North-South vulnerable 
the bidding went as follows:

“My partner and I sat North and 
South, respectively. After the hand 
was over and we discovered that a 
grand slam was cold, we tried rebid- 
ding it in an effort to see where We 
had gone astray. This time I ex- 
perimented with a three spade bid 
over East’s two diamonds and now 


‘North bid four no trump. I then 
bid five diamonds. North bid six 
spades and all passed. This, of 


course, was a lot better, but we still 
couldn't reach the grand slam. Will 
you please criticise the bidding and 
comment on same? 

“R. S., Alabama.” 

It is not easy to reach the op- 
timum contract of seven spades on 
this hand by any logical method of 
bidding, but of course there should 
be no difficulty in bidding a small 
slam. The Blackwood slam conven- 
tion has no value here—which is 
almost always the case when a void 
suit is involved. 

My correspondent’s team went 
astray very early in the bidding 
when North failed to make the 
proper overcall of one diamond. 
With four-plus honor tricks and an 
excellent spade suit, a jump over- 
call (two spades) was decidedly in 
order. Presumably, East then would 
pass. South would have a choice 
‘of bids, the best available being, in 
'my opinion, three hearts. North 
| would rebid his spades to the three 
‘level and South then would show 
/his diamond control w:th a cue bid, 
namely, four diamonds. This should 
‘make North prick up his ears and 
get decidedly optimistic. Four no 
‘trump would be a logical call for 
‘him to make, whether under the 
‘Blackwood or the Culbertson con- 
i'vention. Playing the former, South 
‘would be more or less helpless to 
show his full strength, but under 
the latter he would be fully justi- 
fied in jumping to six spades. 

Whether or not North could then 
‘go the whole hog to seven spades 
‘would depend to a large extent on 
lhis confidence in South's bidding, 
'which is to say on the inferences 
jhe would be entitled to make from 
|South’s very strong cue bid in dia- 
‘monds and subsequent jump ralse. 
Holding the North hand, with a 
fully reliable partner, I would bid 
the grand slam.
